Feeding horses in cold weather in Coffee County 


In general, horses easily cope 
with cold temperatures. In early 
winter a mature, healthy horse is 
comfortable at 30 degrees F. 

After the horse develops a full 
haircoat (about one inch long) and 
its skin thickens slightly, it can be 
comfortable at 15 degrees F, 

Young horses, thin horses and 
horses which are kept in a barn that 
have not developed winter hardiness 
may be cold at 30 to 40 degrees F, 
Wet or windy days can decrease the 
insulating ability of the horse's hair- 
coat so that the horse may feel cold 
at higher temperatures, 

Because weather temperatures in 
Coffee County often change over- 
night from warm to very cold, hors- 
es often may not have time to accli- 
mate to cold temperatures, 

Horse owners can help their hors- 
es remain comfortable throughout 
winter by slightly changing feeding 
management during cold tempera- 
tures, 

Horses require more feed during 
cold weather because they will uti- 
lize energy to maintain their body 
temperature, In general, they should 
receive 15 percent more feed for 
every 10 degrees F below freezing, 

The extra feed should be in the 
form of good to high quality rough- 
age rather than grain. Roughages 
provide more heat than grains be- 
cause roughages are fermented and 
digested in the horse’s intestinal 
tract while grains are mainly digest- 
ed, Fermentation produces more 
heat than digestion alone, and it is a 
slower process than digestion, so the 
heat lasts longer. 

Additioally, roughages take long- 
er to eat than grains, and the slight 
activity helps the horse stay warm, 

If possible, horse owners should 
try to feed their horses several hours 
before a winter storm rather than 
during the storm, Digestion increas- 
es blood flow to the horse's internal 
organs and decreases blood to the 
extremities and muscles, reducing 
the horse’s ability to stay warm. 

Fresh, clean water should be 
available to horses during winter. 
On cold, dry days, the horse loses a 
large amount of water through respi- 
ration, This water must be replaced 
to keep the horse healthy. 

Although the horse’s water con- 
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sumption will decrease during cold 
weather, the horse will still drink 8 - 
12 gallons of water daily. 

uring sudden onset of cold 
weather, they may not drink enough 
water to keep their digestive system 


functioning well, resulting in impac- 


tion colic. 
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Horse owners may need to offer 
horses warmed (50-60 degrees) wa- 
ter during extremely col tempera- 
tures to pig drinking. Normal- 
ly, they drink after they eat hay and 
grain, so water should be offered (or 
ice broken on water troughs) after 
they are fed,

These 
can be viewed at your leisure.

With increasing demands on time, 
more consumers are trying to save

Dealing with the Holiday Gift List 

The holidays are just around the 
comer and many children are al- 
ready writing their holiday gift lists, 
Those lists can be hard for parents 
to deal with, especially if money is 
tight or if the lists include items par- 
ents feel are inappropriate. 

So how do parents handle these 
challenges? 

First, parents should discuss the 
lists with their children. This can 

ive parents clues to gifts that do fit 
in the family budget and satisfy chil- 
dren's basic interests. 

For example, if a child’s list is 
full of highly priced construction 
and building toys, a less expensive 
dump truck or moderately-priced 
snap-together building block set 
may be good choices. 

Parents might also share the lists 
with grandparents and others who 
ofien give their child a gift. Parents 
ee not be able to afford several 
fashion dolls and new wardrobes. 
But a parent could buy a doll and 
suggest that grandparents give a gift 
of several outfits for the new doll. 

If children are asking for expen- 
sive items or ones you feel are inap- 
propriate, discuss this situation carly 
with them. Letting them know early 
that Mom and Dad cannot afford a 
new CD player can ease dissapoint- 
ment later on. Ask them if there’s 
another gift they might be interested 
in. 

If a toy is inappropriate, talk 
about that as well. Many parents 
don’t like their children to play with 
toy guns, knives and the like, Even 
though children know these rules, 
they may still ask for them. 

During your talk, some children, 
especially younger boys, may coun- 
ter that Santa will bring that toy. 
One possible response is that Santa 
does not bring toys he knows par- 
ents are not comfortble with. 

When the gift opening festivities 
actually arrive, wish lists become 
less important to children than their 
excitement at finding thoughtfully 
chosen gifts sensitive to their age 
and interests. 

If children do ask why a particu- 
lar gift is not under the tree, talk 
with them and give understanding 
messages. 

Disappointment is temporary, 
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and often tades more quickly when 
parents take time to play with their 
children and their new toys.

Healthy holiday eating 


Eating healthy is often hard to do 
during holidays. There’s too many 
sweets tempting us all. You can still 
enjoy these treats - the key is moder- 
ation and balance. 

Here are some tips to get you 
through those deliciously tempting 
times. 

If you are planning to attend a 
dinner party in the evening, prepare 
in advance, Eat small, lower calorie 
meals during the day so you can 
have a special treat later. Eat a 
healthy snack right before the party 
so you won’t eat too much when you 
get to the party. = 

Offer to make a dessert or food 
item for the party you are attending. 
Then use a low-fat recipe to make 
the item. aa 

At the party, make only one trip 
to the food table and be selective 
about the foods you choose, Get 
small helpings of food; often all you 
need is a little taste to satisfy a crav- 
ing or your curiosity. : 

If your host insists you get second 
servings, try to get smaller servings 
both the first and second time. This 
way, you are still eating a “normal” 
size rather than double the food. 

When choosing which food to 
eat, avoid fried foods and get more 
of breads, fruits and vegetables. If 
you are having vegetables with a dip 
sauce, get enough dip on your vege- 
table to lightly cover the end, 
Choose skinless white meat of chick- 
en. It has less fat and calories than 
dark meat. 

Eating a roll is fine -- eat it with 
very little or no margarine or butter.- 

Finally, a word of advice to those 
trying to lose weight during the holi- 
day season -- be realistic: losin 
weight is hard to do during this time 
of year. A better goal is to aim to 
keep your weight as it is and not 
gain any more. 

The American Cancer Institute re- 
ports most adults gain an average of 
six pounds during the holidays. Re- 
member, you can eat healthy and 
still have fun during the holidays. —

Coffee County commissioners 
stretched their meeting to thirty min- 
utes with no new or old business on 
Monday’s meeting agenda. 

Most of the meeting involved 
housekeeping chores and appoint- 
ments. 

Commissioners “cleaned up” the 
wording on the motion made at the 
last meeting to patch the parking lot 
at the Enterprise YMCA complex. 

Added to the motion was that the 
work be done in accordance with the 
contract between Coffee County and 
the YMCA. The facility is used as a 
voting place during elections. 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens presented a recommenda- 
tion from Probate Judge William O. 
Gammill that Bob Edmondson’s em- 
ployment as chief clerk in the Elba 
office be approved. 

Nell Harvison, who is the present 
chief clerk in the Elba office, has an- 
nounced her retirement. 

Probate Judge Gammill noted in 
his written recommendation that 


“due to Mr. Edmondson’s experi- 
‘ence and management abilities I re- 


quested that his starting salary be 
$24,000.00 per year.” 

The judge further stated that Ed- 
monson’s employment would began 


‘on January 1, 1998 and because of 


Harvison’s accrued vacation time, 
there will be approximately 3 


months of overlapping employment 
of the clerks - Harvison and Ed- 
mondson. 

Stephens commented, “There are 
two positions in the county which re-

Governor James offers $5,000 
reward in shooting death 


The Covington County Sheriff's 
Department and the District Attor- 
ney’s Office have received procla- 
mation from Alabama Governor Fob 
James’ office authorizing a $5,000 
reward in reference to the shooting 
death of Jimmy L. Williams, 67, of 
Opp... AM 4. 
Williams was working in his 
chicken houses when he was hit in 
the lower abdomen by a bullet, He 
died after being taken to Mizell Me- 
morial Hospital in Opp. 

The chicken houses are located 
on Covington County Road 91 just 
past the intersection of Co, Rd. 89 in 
the Beulah Community just west of 
Kinston, AL, 

Law enforcement officials inves- 


tigating the incident theorized that a 
person(s] was shooting at a stop sign 
at the intersection located more than 
400 yards from the chicken houses 
when a stray bullet struck Williams. 

Several holes were found in the 
stop sign and cartridge casings were 
found nearby, 

The governor's office has offered 
a $5,000 reward for any information 
leading to the arrest and conviction 
of the individual and/or individuals 
involved in the crime.

Protecting Our Veterans' Right for Burial at Arlington : 


The name ‘Arlington National 
Cemetery’ rightly inspires images of 
patriotism, uncommon valorand those 
offering the supreme sacrifice to pre- 
serve this great nation and the free- 
doms weholdsacred. Arlington Cem- 
etery is the final resting place for 
America’s most revered heroes and 
the home of the Tomb of the Un- 
known Soldier. Itis our nation’s most 
hallowed burial ground. As such, it 
must be protected and preserved for 


‘this noble purpose. 


A fact unknown to many is 
that at its present rate Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery is just over 20 years 
from being completely filled. This 
underscores the importance in ensur- 
ing that its remaining burial space be 
reserved for those who truly meet its 
qualifications, 

Eligibility for burial at Arling- 
ton, which is under the jurisdiction of 
the Department of the Army, is lim- 
ited by regulation to those service 
members who have died on active 
duty; those with at least 20 years 
active duty or active reserve service 
which qualifies them for retired pay 
either upon retirement or at age 60; 
those retired for disability; veterans 
honorably discharged for 30 percent 
or more disability before October 1, 
1949; holders of the nation’s highest 
military decorations; and the spouse 
or unmarried minor child of any of 
these. Waivers are required for those 
individuals not meeting the qualifica- 
tions. I believe these waivers should 
be exceptional in nature and should 
only be granted to those with notable 
service to their country. 

This summer, the House Vet- 
erans’ Affairs Subcommittee on Over- 
sight and Investigations, of which I 
am chairman, became concerned 
about the large number of Arlington 
burial waivers being granted to non- 
qualified individuals. 

In June, we began a low-pro- 
file examination of the Army’s pro-

All hams are not created equal 


Ham is a holiday favorite that 
comes in many disguises. For a de- 
lightful dinner offering, serve your 
guests a fresh ham roast, Fresh ham, 
one of the leanest pork cuts, makes a 
juicy and wonderful roast whether 
baked conventionally or cooked on 
the grill 

At the market, ham comes in 
many manners—cured, smoked, 
country-style and all "fresh." Fresh 
ham, a relative newcomer to the 
market, is unique in that it's not 
cured, In this context, "ham" is a 
slight misnomer. Fresh hams are not 
treated with salt and sugar cures, and 
for most of us the word "ham" con- 
jures up the briny, smoky flavor of 


grill or a wonderful barbecue. 

Many fresh hams are arriving at 
market boneless, which makes carv- 
ing a breeze, and wrapped in a mesh- 
like netting. This net holds the meat 
firmly in place and helps assure a 
uniform shape during cooking. 
These hams range in size from 3 
pounds to about 10 pounds, and like 
all fresh pork should be cooked to an 
internal temperature of 160°. 

Like cured ham, fresh ham offers 
fewer than 200 calories per 3-ounce 
serving. Rich in protein, B-vitamins 
and essential minerals, it's a meat 
that satisfies with great taste and a 
proud nutrient profile.

Major change for car tags in 1998 


If an individual purchases or ac- 
quires a vehicle having a current and 
valid tag, the new owner is required 
to remove the tag and return it to the 
-issuing official of his resident 
county. However, if the tag has ex- 
‘pired, the new owner is not required 
-to turn in the license plate to the is- 
‘suing official. 

There are two exceptions to the 

‘tag-follow-law in which certain dis- 
tinctive tags or standard license 
-plates will remain with the vehicle. 
’ One is related to the transfer of 
ownership from a parent to a child of 
a vehicle displaying Helping 
‘Schools, Collegiate, Environmental, 
or Personalized tag. 

The second involves the transfer 
of ownership to a surviving spouse 
of a vehicle. Note, however, that if a 
vehicle bears a distinctive license 
plate or a registration fee-exempt li- 
-cense plate for which the current 
owner would not qualify, the tag 
must be turned in to the licensing of- 
ficial within 30 days of the date in 
which the spouse obtains ownership. 
The current owner of the vehicle 
must then apply for registratiom of 
the vehicle and obtain a new tag. 

A new owner has ten calendar 
days in which to transfer his license 


plate from his previously owned ve- 
hicle to his newly acquired vehicle. 
The transfer fee will increase from 
$1.00 to $1.25, 

Failure to register the vehicle 
within the 10-day period will result 
in a $10 delinquent penalty. 

Act 96-746 also requires the mo- 
tor vehicle owners to retain a copy 
of their current year registration re- 
ceipt in the vehicle beginning with 
the 1998 registration year. 

Upon request, drivers must 
present the registration receipt to law 
enforcement officers for inspection. 
Failure to do so could result in a $50 
minimum fine. 

Additional information concern- 
ing the above changes may be ob- 
tained from the Coffee County Pro- 
bate Judge’s Office at 897-2211 in 
Elba or 347-2688 in Enterprise. 

The new year, 1998, will ring in 
some major changes for tag offices 
across the state. 

Alabama Legislative Act 96-746 
requires that a vehicle tag remain 
with the current license plate owner 
when a vehicle is sold, beginning 
January 1, 1998. 

According to William O. Gam- 
mill, Coffee County Probate Judge, 
this change in Alabama’s registra- 


tion law is A very important one for 
all vehicle owners. 

“No longer will motor vehicle 
tags remain with the vehicle follow- 
ing the sale or transfer of owner- 
ship,” Judge Gammill stated. “Be- 
ginning January 1, 1998, the 
passenger license plate or tag will be 
issued to the applicant or vehicle 
owner, not to the vehicle.” 

“This will be a major change for 
Alabamians who in the past have left 
the tag on a vehicle that was sold or 
traded,” explains Judge Gammill. 
“This legislation was enacted pri- 
marily to aid law enforcement per- 
sonnel in providing accurate infor- 
mation on vehicle ownership.” 

“Further, this Act will protect the 
seller of used vehicles from false 
charges against them when the new 
owner intentionally delays changing 
the registration on the vehicle,” he 
added. 

“All tags with the exception of 
the vintage tag will remain with the 
current tag owner for use on any 
subsequent vehicle the individual 
may own, as long as the subsequent 
vehicle requires the same tag classi- 
fication and fee as the previously 
owned vehicle,” explained Judge 
Gammill. 


County BOE makes policy changes

The monthly meeting of the Cof- 
fee County Board of Education held 
Tuesday was mostly routine. 

After eating lunch, board mem- 
bers met in the conference room 
Shortly after 12 noon and moved 
through a short meeting agenda. 

Superintendent Roger Bowden 
recommended a couple of changes 
be made in the board’s policy. One 
concerned volunteer transportation 
of students and the other pertained to 
teacher aides, 

A recent memo from the Alabama 
State Board of Education concerning 
volunteer drivers transporting stu- 
dents caused the superintendent to 
cease all such transportation. He, at 
that time, utilized school buses only 
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to be used in the transportation of 
students to any activity. 

The state’s memo was a result of 
a lawsuit that was filed in North Car- 
olina concerning this type situation. 

“We have found that it’s impossi- 
ble for us to transport every student 
that has to go on a trip by bus,” said 
Bowden. 

After reviewing the matter and 
looking at what other school systems 
are doing, Bowden recommended 
that the board implement the follow- 
ing policy. 

A form will be completed verify- 
ing that the person or persons trans- 
porting students are properly insured 
and the vehicles being used are safe. 
The school system will also provide 
additional insurance to cover the stu- 
dents. 

It was noted that it will be the re- 
sponsibility of the principal of each 
of the schools in the system to insure 
that the proper forms are filled out 
prior to the transportation of any stu- 
dents. 

The other recommendation from 
the superintendent concerned the hir- 
ing of teacher’s aides. 

It is a state requirement that all 
persons hired as teacher aides have a 
substitute teacher’s certificate, 

At the present time, the county 
system has not required a person to 
have the certificate prior to their be- 
ing hired as an aide; however, they 
were required to have a high school

Troopers urging motorists to 


buckle up and drive safely 


State troopers are asking Ala- 
bama motorists to make safety a pri- 
ority when traveling during the holi- 
days.

(3D) Prevention Month, and Ala 
bama State Troopers especially will 
target drunken drivers during the 
holiday season as part of this nation- 
al initiative to combat impaired driv 
ing. 

Troopers also will drive with 
headlights on during the day on Fri- 
day, December 19, National Lights 
On For Life Day, when motorists are 


asked to drive with headlights on to 
remind people about the dangers of 
drinking and driving, and in remem- 
brance of the victims of drunken 
drivers. 

The Alabama Department of Pub- 
lic Safety estimates that 17 people 
will lose their lives in traffic crashes

The traffic fatality prediction for 
New Year's is that 12 people will 
die in traffic crashes in Alabama dur- 
ing the 102-hour period from 6:00 
p.m. Wednesday, December 431, 
ivy/ through midnight Sunday, Jan- 
uary 4, 1998. 

Last year four people died during 
the 30-hour New Year's travel peri- 
od, one on a rural road and three in 
urban areas.
